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Ford unfit 
to serve 
as mayor 

F or over a year, Toronto Mayor Rob Ford has been the 
subject of an ongoing investigation by Toronto 
police. He hasn't been charged with any offence. 

The information police say suggests he may have com¬ 
mitted a crime comes from documents they submitted to 
a judge to obtain a search warrant, known as an informa¬ 
tion to obtain, or ITO. 

The allegations in these documents have not been 
tested in court. 

We support release of these ITOs. We asked for them to 
be released by the courts, along with other media. 

We also believe Ford is unfit for office based on the 
things he has admitted to while serving as Toronto's 
mayor. 

That includes smoking crack cocaine, buying illegal 
drugs while mayor, appearing in public intoxicated, driv¬ 
ing after drinking. Ford has also consorted with thugs. 

Reports Thursday that OPP have stepped back from 
their oversight role of the Toronto police investigation 
into Ford, originally requested by Toronto Police Chief 
Bill Blair, raise concerns. 

The public was told the OPP was called in to ensure 
there was no bias in the Toronto police investigation of 
Ford. 

This, after allegations from Ford and his brother, Coun. 
Doug Ford, denied by Blair, that he was biased against the 
mayor. 

Now there are reports the OPP doesn't think there's 
enough evidence to charge Ford and has concerns about 
the probe. 

The OPP reportedly believes Toronto police should 
have looked at Ford as the victim of an extortion attempt 
in relation to efforts to sell the video of him appearing to 
smoke crack. 

The Toronto police probe has focused on whether Ford 
was involved in an extortion attempt to obtain the video 
from those who took it. 

For their part, Toronto police say their investigation is 
continuing with OPP oversight. 

The bottom line is Ford has been subjected to an 
unprecedented level of public scrutiny, based on legally 
untested allegations against him. 

He cannot defend himself against these allegations in 
court because he has not been charged with any offence. 

If the Toronto police have evidence to charge Ford, they 
should. If they don't they should declare their investiga¬ 
tion closed in a timely manner. 

In the interests of justice, this decision must come 
soon.

Putin must be closely watched 


Some commentators think we should 
steer clear of the present conflict between 
Ukraine and Russia. That is bad advice. 
Why? 

The answer is, in two words, Vladimir 
Putin. 

Make no mistake, he is a dangerous 
man. Hillary Clinton and Senator fohn 
McCain were right to compare Putin's for¬ 
eign strategy with Hitler's, notwithstand¬ 
ing the criticism they continue to draw for 
doing so. 

Of course, such a comparison would 
not have been credible when Putin 
became Russia's president in 2000. It was 
reasonable then to give him the benefit of 
the doubt. 

Nevertheless, tracking accounts of 
Russian affairs over time made it increas¬ 
ingly difficult to keep up any uplifting 
hopes regarding Putin's leadership. No 
convincing evidence surfaced of a sus¬ 
tained, well-thought-out, statesman-like 
effort by him to guide and catalyze the 
nation-building of which his country was 
in dire need, the development of a new 
set of vital, resilient social, economic and 
political institutions and structures to 
replace the old, decayed ones. 

The only real development seemed to 
happen in the military sphere. All indica¬ 
tions were that he was obsessed with 
restoring the former Soviet empire 
(remember the 2008 Russian invasion of 
Georgia?) and building up his own auto¬ 
cratic power within it, by any means how¬ 
ever crude or cruel and without any sin¬ 
cere concern for justice or the common 
good. This last was evidenced in the ruth¬ 
lessness with which he suppressed chal¬ 
lenges to his power, be it oligarchs with 


political ambitions (he had oil tycoon 
Mikhail Khodorkovksy jailed) or journal¬ 
ists who sought only to 'speak truth to 
power.' 

Yes, of late Putin has been making like 
a philosopher-king, delivering speeches 
that express an ultra-conservative, anti- 
Western brand of Russian nationalism. It 
is a way of thinking that pits Russian 
Orthodox-Christian spirituality against 
what it sees as Western godlessness, 
materialism, selfishness and decadence. 

But Putin's actions have not matched 
this part of his rhetoric. His primary aim 
in using it is to stoke domestic popular 
passions in favour of his Great Russian 
imperialist enterprise - base passions at 
that, such as hatred, chauvinistic arro¬ 
gance and false pride. His promotion of 
anti-gay laws, some maintain, is nothing 
more than a political ploy: he flatters 
deep-rooted Russian prejudice while 
strengthening his alliances with the 
Orthodox Church. 

All in all, Putin has done little if any¬ 
thing to ennoble the Russian people and 
much to degrade it. 

In short, for some time now it has been 
clear that Putin is a tyrant with grandiose 
imperial ambitions. A combination of 
force and fraud in blatant violation of 
international law, Putin's recent machi¬ 
nations throughout Ukraine - including 
Russia's official annexation of Crimea and 
Moscow-instigated attempts to destabi¬ 
lize Ukraine politically, such as the recent 
seizures of state buildings by pro-Russian 
protesters in major eastern Ukrainian 
cities - have served only to provide dra¬ 
matic confirmation of that perception. 

It is a potentially calamitous error to 


view him as a statesman, like fohn A. 
Macdonald or Abraham Lincoln, as 
Henry Kissinger seems to when pro¬ 
nouncing him a "serious strategist - on 
the premises of Russian history." 

Clinton's and McCain's likening of 
Putin's conduct of foreign affairs to 
Hitler's before the Second World War 
gives us a much truer picture of the man. 
His expressions of concern lately for the 
safety of Russian-speakers in Uliaine, the 
Baltic republics, and Moldova, in the first 
case followed by the Russian invasion of 
Crimea, bear an eerie resemblance to the 
justifications Hitler gave in the late 1930s 
for seizing control of Czechoslovakia and 
invading Poland. 

So it's imperative that we stand with 
those who call for clarity in thought and 
speech coupled with firmness in deed - 
the way France-Britain-USA should have 
answered early Nazi foreign aggression 
but did not, with tragic consequences for 
the whole world. 

Anything short of that would be tilting 
towards appeasement, an approach dic¬ 
tated by the morally and politically 
obtuse pro-Putin apologetics of commen¬ 
tators like Stephen Cohen. 

All agree it's neither necessary nor 
desirable for the West to threaten Russia 
with war. Some mix of methods including 
diplomacy and compelling economic 
measures should suffice. 

That is, so long as we in the West - 
Canada included - remain steadfastly 
united and firm in backing Ukraine 
against the imperial designs of Putin.

Bowman identified the economy and 
growth as key issues in the riding. 

"I have a different vision of what growth 
should mean," she said, telling members that 
it should be sustainable, creating "safe, walk- 
able, bilceable communities, not more sprawl 
on our prime farmlands, wetlands and 
forests." 

She accused the Liberals and Progressive 
Conservatives of having "mismanaged the 
environment for the past two decades," and 
in the area that produced the 1837 Rebellion 
against the English Family Compact, called 
on voters to "drive out the Liberal and Con¬ 
servative Family Compact" of today. 

Ridley told the members, "I try to live my 
Democratic Socialism." He agreed that some 
are afraid to use the word "socialism... 
because people don't know what it means. 
We should teach them what it means. 

"It means public schools. It means public 
health care. It means public roads."

He aligned his vision with that of the late 
Tommy Douglas, Social Democrat and later, 
leader of the CCF (Co-operative Common¬ 
wealth Federation) in Saskatchewan and 
provincial premier, who is credited with 
introducing universal health care. 

"We need someone to act," Ridley said. "We 
can do better. We need to do better. It's never 
too late to make the world a better place." 

While the votes were being tallied, 
Georgina Ward 3 Coun. Dave Szollosy spoke, 
calling on members to donate to the coming 
election campaign. 

"The fact that you've come here tonight 
shows interest in democracy, awareness that 
Ontario is not working," Szollosy said. "What 


is going on in the province is not in the inter¬ 
ests of the Canadian people, or the Ontario 
people." 

He spoke of the "lies, the misleading, the 
boondoggles," and added, "people are tired of 
the Liberals. People certainly don't trust (PC 
party leader) Hudak." 

Members had received two ballots but they 
only needed one, electing Bowman on the 
first round. 

"This is just the beginning," Bowman said. 
"There's lots more work to do... This is the 
year that we will retire Julia Munro (incum¬ 
bent MPP for York-Simcoe). This is the year 
that we will send Wynne and Hudak pack- 
tag." 


After the meeting, Bowman identified the 
issues. 

"I think that growth and development is 
really a key issue in this riding. The term 
growth has been corrupted to mean a certain 
thing. We need to rethink growth." 

She pointed to provincial policies that 
seem to favour large-scale development, the 
holes in the Greenbelt, the stalled Highway 
404 extension on the east side of Lake 
Simcoe, and Bradford West Gwillimbury's 
employment lands along the 400, "eating up a 
lot of agricultural land in the process." 

Bowman argued that smarter growth isn't 
just a matter of environmental protection, but 
of economics. "It cuts across government 
accountability. It costs them money on the 
municipal level, it costs them money on the 
federal level," impacting everything from traf¬ 
fic congestion to taxes. 

"There are much better ways that we can 
manage growth," Bowman said, and avoid 
costly infrastructure by encouraging com¬ 
pact, complete communities.

Each time Royal Victoria Regional 
Health Centre (RVH) volunteer Craig 
Bemrose pours a cup of coffee for a 
client, or hooks them up a quick snack, 
he's doing more than just delivering 
exceptional customer service. 

He's also improving the patient care 
at RVH. 

That's because the Cafe Royale where 
Bemrose volunteers is one of two busi¬ 
nesses owned and operated by the RVH 
Auxiliary, the other being Victoria's Gift 
Shop. 

Last year, they generated almost 
$180,000, which went toward purchases 
of equipment and materials meant to 
improve patient care at the hospital. 

Since Victoria's Gift Shop and Cafe 
Royale opened in 1963 and 1991 respec¬ 
tively, an estimated $7 million has been 
generated. 

For volunteers like Bemrose, it's all in 
a day's work.

Bogus $100 bills making the rounds

The source of a large amount of 
counterfeit $100 bills that were 
spent in the Barrie area still 
remains a mystery. 

One of the accused in the case, 
Patrick Bentley, 29, charged with 
17 counts of using counterfeit 
money, was released on $5,000 
bail and ordered to stay out of 
Barrie except for court appear¬ 
ances. 

Barrie police arrested Bentley 
and his wife a month ago after fol¬ 
lowing up on investigation that 
involved several fake $100 bills 
being spent in area stores. 

Police said the couple allegedly 
handed out several of the bills in 
stores in Barrie, Bradford, Beeton, 
Brampton and Markham area 
between Dec. 30, 2013 and Feb. 25.

Police arrested the couple in a 
van with their four children on 
Bayfield Street and found a stack 
of counterfeit cash in the vehicle. 

Court has heard that Bentley 
would stay in the van with the 
children while his wife purchased 
small items with the large bills, 
receive the change, then quickly 
head to the van where her hus¬ 
band waited. 

"They got a substantial amount 
of money by doing this," said 
Crown attorney Fred Temple dring 
the bail hearing. 

"The concern is we still don't 
know where these bills came 
from," he added. "This may be 
something more highly organized 
invovling more than just these two 
people. ... It is suggestive of a 
higher organization." 

In court, Bentley's cousin, who 
runs a Toronto business and has 
never been in trouble with the law, 


promised to allow Bentley to live 
in his home and act as his surety. 

"Do you have any idea where he 
got these bills?" the Crown asked. 

"No," the cousin answered. "I 
was surprised." 

The Crown agreed to release 
terms, but because of the concern 
that a larger organization may be 
involved with the counterfeit oper¬ 
ation, the Crown insisted on a fur¬ 
ther restriction that Bentley is pro¬ 
hibited from possessing or being 
around weapons. He has also is 
not allowed to have any contact 
with his wife, except through legal 
counsel. 

Bentley is scheduled to be back 
in court April 22. 

His wife, Beth Ann Gosling, 29, 
of Barrie, has been charged with 
26 counts, but has pleaded guilty 
to one global count of using coun¬ 
terfeit money. She will be back in 
court April 16 for sentencing.

First Time Home Buyer Land Transfer Tax Refund 

If you are thinking of buying a house, you should 
bear in mind that there are costs associated with the 
purchase other than the stated purchase price. One 
such additional cost is Land Transfer Tax (LTT). 

LTT applies to all land transfers in Ontario and is 
payable at the time of transfer of the deed or at 
‘Closing’. It is calculated based on the value of the 
property, using the following Marginal Tax Rate: 


First $55,000 0.5% 

$55,000 - $250,000 1.0% 

$250,000 - $400,000 1.5% 

Over $400,000 2.0% 


First time home buyers may be eligible for a refund 
on all or part of the LTT payable. The maximum 
amount of the refund is $2,000, which means the 
rebate covers the fully taxed amount on houses up to 
$227,500. For purchases over that value, you will be 
required to pay any excess LTT over the $2,000. 

In order to be eligible for the refund, the Buyer must: 

• be at least 18 years of age 

• occupy the home as principal residence within 
9 months of purchase 

• cannot have owned a home or interest in a home 
anywhere in the world at any time 

• your spouse also cannot have owned a home 
anywhere in the world while being your spouse 
(neither one of you will qualify) 

• if the purchase is a new home, the home must be 
eligible for aTarion New Home Warranty 

• apply within 18 months of the purchase, although 
the application is usually done at the time of the 
electronic registration of the deed. 

Note Also: 

- If there is more than one Buyer, but only one is a 
new home buyer, then the new home buyer may 
still be able to acquire a portion of the rebate, which 
will be calculated according to his interest in the 
home. Eg: if 50% interest in the home, new home 
buyer can claim 50% of the rebate available. 

- If the new home buyer’s spouse owned a home 
before, but sold that interest prior to becoming 
spouses of each other, then both will qualify for the 
full refund. 

- If acquiring property without purchasing for eg: 
parents transferring a house to their child as a 
gift, LTT will still be payable on the balance of any 
mortgage or debt being assumed by the child. 

- If purchasing property in Toronto, there is an 
additional LTT that the City imposes, which almost 
mirrors the marginal tax rate of Ontario. Toronto 
does however offer a maximum refund of $3,725.

Garden like a pro: tips for

Avoid these 
common home 
renovation mistakes 


(NC) Be aware of a common misstep made 
by homeowners when it comes to getting the 
best price for their house. While customizing 
your surroundings is a desirable way to make 
it your own, consider how much is too much, 
says Ralph Steven, a broker with Royal LeP- 
age Atlantic. “I always advise against over¬ 
personalization and to keep future buyers 
in mind before you leap into any renovation 
project." Steven suggests the following: 

Avoid customized heights for kitchen 
and bathroom countertops. A tall or short 
person may be inclined to customize coun¬ 
ter heights to accommodate their stature. 
This is never a good idea. Don't deviate from 
the standard countertop height of 36 inches 
as you will limit your potential to find future 
buyers for your home. 

Don't over-renovate. As a rule of thumb, 
only renovate to the same level as your neigh¬ 
bours. Pouring additional funds into renova¬ 
tions, particularly amounts in excess of simi¬ 


lar homes around you, will affect your situa¬ 
tion when it comes time to sell. If your home 
has to be priced well above the average resale 
prices of homes in your community, it could 
make it harder to sell or require more time 
on the market. 

Keep that bathtub. Many homeowners 
renovate a small bathroom to make it more 
roomy by replacing a tub with a large shower. 
While that's a great option if you have a bath¬ 
tub in another bathroom, it's never a good 
idea to leave your home tub-less. Poten¬ 
tial buyers look for ways to bathe small chil¬ 
dren or perhaps take a healing soak when 
needed.

Alternate your tasks. Switch between 
heavy chores such as digging and lighter, 
less physically demanding tasks such as 
planting.

Move from kneeling to standing, 
from planting to digging. 

A minimum of three brief 
breaks each hour is recommended. Take a 
few moments to move around, stretch your 
muscles, have a drink or simply sit and relax.

NOTICE OF THE PASSING OF HERITAGE CONSERVATION DISTRICT 
AND COMMUNITY IMPROVEMENT PLAN BY-LAWS FOR COOKSTOWN 

ON APRIL 2, 2014, the Council of the Corporation of the Town of Innisfil passed Bylaws to 
establish the Cookstown Heritage Conservation District, the Cookstown Community 
Improvement Project Area, and the Cookstown Community Improvement Plan. 

BY-LAW NO. 010-14, the Cookstown Heritage Conservation District By-law is permitted under 
Part V, Section 41(1) of the Ontario Heritage Act, R.S.0.1990, c.18 and will protect the unique 
historical significance of the Cookstown by allowing for guided future changes to the area so 
that historical characteristics are not lost. 

By-law No. 010-14 may be appealed to the Ontario Municipal Board (0MB) no later than 

the 12 th day of May, 2014. 

BY-LAW NO. 011-14, the Cookstown Community Improvement Project Area By-law is 
permitted under Section 28 of the Planning Act, R.S.0.1990, c.13, and will create a range of 
financial incentives that would not otherwise be permitted. 

BY-LAW NO. 014-14, the Cookstown Community Improvement Plan By-law is permitted 
under Section 28 of the Planning Act, R.S.0.1990, c.13, and will address municipal planning 
objectives in the specific defined area of Cookstown through municipality-driven and/or 
incentive-based programs. 

By-law No. 011 -14 and/or By-law No. 014-14 may be appealed to the Ontario Municipal 
Board (0MB) no later than the 28 th day of April, 2014. 

ANY PERSON OR AGENCY may appeal to the Ontario Municipal Board (0MB) in respect of 
these By-laws before 4:30 p.m. on the respective appeal dates, by filing with the Clerk for the 
Town of Innisfil, 2101 Innisfil Beach Road, Innisfil, Ontario, L9S1A1, a Notice of Appeal setting 
out the objection to the By-law(s) and the reasons in support of the objection. A fee of $125.00 
is required by the Ontario Municipal Board payable to the Minister of Finance in the form of a 
certified cheque or money order. The 0MB prescribed Appellant Form (A 1) must be filed with 
any appeal to the Ontario Municipal Board. This form is available in the Customer Service area 
of the Municipal Office or online at www.omb.gov.on.ca. 

The complete By-laws are available for inspection at the Clerk’s Office at 2101 Innisfil Beach 
Road during regular office hours. Only individuals, corporations and public bodies may appeal 
the Cookstown Heritage Conservation District and/or the Cookstown Community Improvement 
Plan to the Ontario Municipal Board. A Notice of Appeal may not be filed by an unincorporated 
body or group. A Notice of Appeal may, however, be filed in the name of an individual who is a 
member of an incorporated association or group on its behalf. 

No person or public body shall be added as a party to the hearing of the appeal unless, before 
the by-law was passed, the person or public body made oral submissions at a public meeting 
or written submissions to the Council or, in the opinion of the Ontario Municipal Board, there are 
reasonable grounds to add the person or public body as a party.
